Dwight D. Eisenhower and Rich­ 
ard M. Nix on. 
Dewey ’s body was brought to 
Pawling Cemetery by limousine 
from New York City , where the 
President and Mrs. Nix on and 
a throng of dignitaries attended 
funeral services Friday at St.

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U.S. Illiteracy Halved 


Tht ’6 0s was tht década when illiteracy in this country 
was halved. Only one in 100 persons 14 y ears and older 
was unable to read and write. The Census Bureau, which 
is authority for these statements, say s that in the y ears 
from 1059 to 1969 the total of persons unable to read or 
write declined from 2.0 million to 1.4 million, while the 
number of persons 14 and over increased by 21 .S million. 
Illiteracy declined among all ethnic g roups. In 1969, 
the illiterate rate for whites 14 and over was seven-tenths 
of 1 per cent, for blacks 3.6 per cent. At the start of 
the decade, the rates were 1.6 per cent for whites and 
7 .5 per cent for minority g roups, including blacks. About 
4 5 per cent of all illiterates in 1969 were 65 or over, in­ 
dicating a hig her literate level in the active, or working , 
g roup. 
One reason for the decline in illiteracy is the upg rad­ 
ing of schools in the 6 0s. Another is the incidence of the 
Korean and Vietnam wars, whieh also had opportuni­ 
ties for men of all g roups to improve themselves and to 
help their families, on their return, to share that im­ 
provement. 
Literacy is a key th%t opens the door to opportunity , 
as every one knows. That fact has probably done more 
than any ether to reduce the rate of illiteracy in this 
country . The public school sy stem and the newspapers 
provided the means for attaining these low illiteracy 
ratee. 
In fact, it is surprising that 1.4 million Americans 
still eá nnot read and write. Literacy is so all-pervading , 
we take it for g ranted that every one shares the basic 
three “ Rs.” Every one should, and, hopefully , will, be- 
fOre the énd of this decade.

Despite popular opinion, the* homicide rate in the 
Ünitéd States has actually declined in the past 40 y ears. 
According to Dr. Richard Ball, a specialist in crim­ 
inolog y , the report of a rising scale of murders is part 
Of an elaborate my tholog y of crime here, built on fear 
ind mistaken assumptions. 
Another my th to be punctured, according to sociolo­ 
g ist &á ll, is that violent Crimes are perpetrated by com­ 
pleté strang eri. Not so~the records show they are more 
Often the work of friends Or relatives, but “ fear of the 
outsider” keeps people from facing this fact. “ Killing s 
and rapes aré “ usually the outcome of prolong ed social 
interaction between victims and offenders,” not sudden 
unprovoked encounters. 
“ Crime hy steria” rumors would have it that blacks 
Aré slay ing whites by the hundreds, but the fact is that 
in 94% of murders, the killer and victim were of the 
Same race. The Wolfg ang criminolog y research (a clas­ 
sic study ) alSO shows that in 64% of the cases, men 
kill men and toomeh kill women. Also that 90% of these 
trag edies are between equals in status. Another false 
potion is that the criminal is “ different” —insane or neu­ 
rotic. 
Man is réluctant to look in the mirror and face him­ 
self as a possible criminal and beg in to weed out the . 
faults which could push him over the brink. He must

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ONLY THE HACKS BEAT 
THE HOLLYWOOD SYSTEM 
Holly wood destroy s writers. 
This is ironic because, unless 
the writer furnishes the story 
to be fed throug h the camera, 
there is no motion picture. 
If Boris Pasternak had not 
wrenched his heart squeezing 
words and scenes of love and 
revolution, David Lean would 
not have been able to take 
bows, for "Doctor Zhivag o.” 
It was Darry l Zanuck, I 
believe, who once delivered 
himsélf of the profound obser­ 
vation: “If y ou don’t have it 
in the writing , y ou don’t have 
it any where else along the 
line.” A book publisher can 
utter the same words. The 
trouble with writing for Hol­ 
ly wood is a m atter of too 
much money and too little re­ 
spect. Most writers are intel­ 
lectual mice. 
They arrive at Los Ang eles 
International Airport to be 
g reeted by producers in sleek 
limousines, are feted at g ar­ 
den parties, dinners with big 
movie Stars and 
are then 
filed in small separate cag es 
beaded on long corridors. 
A 
writer may work on a script 
for months, sweating the lone­ 
liness of his room, and not 
know that his producer has 
taken each completed scene 
and g iven it to another “back 
up” team for re-writing . 
A producer is a lower-case 
g od who knows what he wants 
but can’t communicate. If he 
reads 
á 
masterpiece 
and 
say s. “It stinks.” it stinks. 
Do not arg ue. Do not per­ 
suade. It stinks, even thoug h 
the closest he éver came to 
the field of letters was writ­ 
ing home for money . 
We are now in the era of 
ftesh flicks, and any one can 
write these. They require no 
premise, ao eonfiiet, no itory , 


just the pursuit of a g irl by 
a boy and some soft focus 
wrestling in a four-poster. It 
may be labeled a trag ic re­ 
flection on our morals, or low 
comedy . Either will suffice 
for the same picture. 
Some writers have beaten 
the sy stem. Ben Hecht re­ 
fused to write for Holly wood 
unless 
someone would pay 
him $5.000 a week and hand 
him 
the 
pay check 
every 
week. Nunnally Johnson, 
a 
g ood writer, became a pro- 
ducer-writer, which made him 
his own censor. A cripple I 
know did it best of all. He 
went to Holly wood once a 
y ear with a story under his 
arm, and walked from studio 
to studio, offering it for a 
flat cash fee of $30.000. 
When he g ot his money , he 
went to Mexico, hired two 
barefoot maids to keep house, 
and lazed and drank for a 
y ear. Then he wrote a new 
story , sobered up, and went 
to Holly wood to sell it for 
$30,000. With luck, he may 
live forever. 
In the old day s at Warner’s, 
w r i t e r s 
were 
fired 
at 
Christmas. The studio had A1 
Jolson, 
dressed 
as 
Santa, 
bring a truckload of Christ­ 
mas 
baskets. 
The 
w'riters 
peeked fearfully throug h the 
Venetian 
blinds. 
If 
Jolson 
knocked on a writer's door 
and roared: “Merry Christ­ 
mas, ho, ho. ho!”, the writer 
knew he was finished. Those 
w ho were to stay did not g et 
a g ift. 
Mark Helling er went to the 
coast as a producer. One of 
his first ideas was for a 
picture to be called 
“The 
Roaring Twenties.” He wrote 
it. The studio 
said it was 
too g ood for him and g ave 
it to another producer. He 
died at the ag e of 44 y ears 
and nine months. The sy stem 


wrecked 
the 
finely 
w'ound 
sensitivity of F. Scott Fitz­ 
g erald. 
He had a wife in an insane 
asy lum and a producer who 
didn’t like him. Intellectually , 
he was superior to most of 
his bosses, but they took his 
work apart and deg raded him. 
The bottle took what was left 
and put it in a cheap casket 
in 1940. 
My experiences have been 
few. 
I sold 
two 
books 
to 
Holly wood. The money was 
mailed to me. 
Harry Cohn 
of Columbia 
asked 
me to 
write a picture and I said no. 
He rubbed his bald head and 
said: “Every writer has his 
price. We can g et y ou if we 
want y ou.” He didn’t. 
Jerry

offered 
me 
$6.000 for

story . 
I 
found 
it, 
wrote it in a fleabag hotel, 
took the check and ran. 
Sometimes, the writer is at 
fault. He forg ets that he is

novel. Scene: “Heroine sits on 
edg e of bed, wring ing hands. 
She knows in her heart that

Hacks do well in Holly wood. 
They do not write well, but 
t h e y

WASHINGTON — Our neg o­ 
tiators in Paris have been 
restricted to the most routine 
intellig ence 
about the 
war 
they are supposed to be set­ 
tling . This has led to some 
g rumping inside the deleg a­ 
tion over the difficulty of 
neg otiating in the dark. 
The 
Paris deleg ation re­ 
ceives only a routine intelli­ 
g ence dig est dealing with the 
Vietnam War. The top-secret 
stuff—battle 
plans, 
position 
papers, conting ency 
pl a n s 
and policy making documents 
—aren’t sent to Paris. 
The air strikes at missile 
sites, 
anti-aircraft emplace­ 
ments and other tactical tar­ 
g ets in North Vietnam in late 
November, for 
e x a m pl e , 
caug ht Ambassador David K. 
E. Bruce completely by sur­ 
prise. He received his first 
word of the attacks from the 
North Vietnamese. 
This left him poorly pre­ 
pared to handle the North 
Vietnamese deleg ation’s pro­ 
tests in Paris. The communist 
neig otiators let loose a propa­ 
g anda blast, threatening to 
stonewall the talks. 
Ambassador 
Bruce 
asked 
urg ently 
for 
more 
details 
about the raids. He needed 
the backg round information to 
help him respond to the com­ 
munist charg es. His request 
was forwarded by his military 
liaison 
man. 
Lieut. 
Gen. 
Julian Ewell, in a “Flash” 
messag e to the Pentag on. 
Admiral 
Thomas 
Moorer, 
the Joint Chiefs chairman, 
sent back a detailed account 
of the raids from the Wash­ 
ing ton Post. The reply was 
reg arded in Paris as an in­ 
sulting messag e to Bruce that 
he should be satisfied with 
what he reads in the news­ 
papers. 
Poet’s New Quest 
Beat poet Allen Ginsberg , 
the unhappy hippie, has em­ 
barked upon the new role of 
investig ative reporter in pur­ 
suit of evidence that the Cen­ 
tral 
Intellig ence Ag ency is 
supporting the opium racket 
in Laos. 
Ginsberg , 
sandalled 
and 
ba l di n g , his long beard 
streaked with white hairs, has 
even manag ed to interview 
the seclusive CIA director, 
Richard 
Helms, 
about 
the 
CIA's suspected opium smug ­ 
g ling . 
Helms vig orously denied his 
ag ents are fly ing opium out 
of Laos. But Ginsberg has 
collected a thick packet of 
contrary evidence from ex- 
CIA men, State Department 


informants and classified UN 
documents. 
The poet’s theory is that 
the CIA has been compelled 
to help the opium farmers in 
the 
mountains 
of northern 
Laos in order to keep them 
fig hting the communists. The 
CIA has raised a 
10,000-man 
army from these Meo tribes­ 
men! 
Without 
their 
opium 
trade, ' they 
mig ht 
require 
massive U.S. economic aid. 
Informants have told Gins­ 
berg that the reneg ade Chi­ 
nese Nationalists in northern 
Laos and Thailand also make 
their living from opium. The 
CIA would like to keep these 
Chinese active, too, ag ainst 
the communists. 
Ginsberg 
prophesied 
h i s 
own 
startling 
switch 
from 
poet to protag onist more than 
a decade ag o. In his collec­ 
tion. 
“Reality Sandwiches.” 
he wrote: “I know I am a 
poet—in 
this 
universe—but 
what does that do. . . . There 
is an anterior imag e of divin­ 
ity beckoning me out to pil­ 
g rimag e . . . . How painful 
to be born ag ain wearing a 
fine 
beard, 
reentering 
the 
world a bitter wreck of a 
sag e.” 
Poet’s Transformation 
We discovered 
Ginsberg ’s 
transformation from poet to 
muckraker when he came to 
our offi e, clad in his hippie 
g arb, seeking proof of his 
opium story . To our surprise, 
his detailed files and probing 
questions 
w e r e thoroug hly 
professional. 
He asked for a copy of a 
letter that has disappeared 
from the files of a Senate 
Government Operations Sub­ 
committee. The letter, writ- 
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ten by a former CIA employ e 
named S. M. Mustard, charg es 
that South 
Vietnam’s 
Vice 
President 
Ng uy en 
Cao 
Ky 
once flew opium out of Laos. 
The New York Times and 
Ramparts 
mag azine, 
which 
are also working on the opium 
story , had called us about the 
letter. But G.insberg came to 
our office and pressed in per­ 
son for the missing evidence. 
We dug a photostat of the 
letter, addressed to former 
Sen. Ernest Gruening , D-Alas- 
ka. out of our files. It told 
how Ky , during his missions 
as 
an 
Air 
Force 
colonel, 
“took advantag e of this situa­ 
tion to fly opium from Laos 
to Saig on.” 
My associate, Les Whitten, 
verified several details in the 
letter but could come up with 
no additional evidence that 
Ky eng ag ed in opium smug ­ 
g ling . The colorful South Viet­ 
namese Vice President also 
denied the charg e. 
But the rag g ed, 
bearded 
Ginsberg tucked a copy of 
the letter into his Impressive 
portfolio and strode off for an 
interview with Walter Pincus, 
a former Senate Foreig n Re­ 
lations investig ator with in­ 
side information on Indochina. 
Mid East Peace? 
The Big Four were all set 
to issue a communique ap­ 
proving Eg y pt’s offer to neg o­ 
tiate a Middle East settlement 
and calling upon Israel to re­ 
spond to a pullback. 
But Eg y pt’s P r e s i de n t 
Sadat, under pressure from 
some of his fiery g enerals, 
went to Moscow and arg ued 
that it was impossible politi­ 
cally for him to extend the 
cease fire. The Russians re­ 
luctantly ag reed to support 
Eg y pt’s refusal to continue 
the 
ceasefire 
ag reement. 
This, of course, killed the Big 
Four communique 
and 
set 
back the Middle East peace 
effort. 
There 
still 
is 
flickering 
hope, however, for peace in 
the Middle East. The battle- 
front is still relatively quiet. 
The 
new 
Eg y ptian 
leaders 
seem 
g enuinely 
anxious to 
turn their attention to internal 
problems. 
Israel also can’t 
afford the drain of continued 
fig hting . The hot-head Pales­ 
tinian g uerrillas are in dis­ 
array . 
And 
the 
Russians 
would like to open the Suez 
Canal and link up their naval 
forces in the Arabian waters. 
Apparently every one want» 
peace—if the way could bt 
found to overcome the dis­ 
trust that divides the Arabs 
and Israelis.

Even as national Democratic 
leaders are hailing the rise

The surface print say s the 
Mississippi Democratic party

loy alists, 
makes no 
command decisions which in 
practice 
have 
compelling 
effect within the state on the 
dominating rebel party g roup 
presently in authority . 
The recog nized org anization 
is led by two blacks. National 
Committeeman Charles Evers, 
may or of Fay ette, and State 
Chairman Aaron Henry . 
In 
1972 their call for a state con­ 
vention to choose presidential 
deleg ates 
probably 
will' be 
ig nored 
by the strong anti­ 
national 
conservatives 
who 
run the state politically . 
National leaders may say : 
“So what?’’ The consequence 
of such a boy cott would be 
simply 
to 
assure 
the 
ac­ 
ceptance at the convention of 
a 
deleg ation chosen by the 
“official” party . The g enuine 
power-wielders could g ain a 
place only by mounting a 
successful challeng e to this 
de l e g a t i o n 
before 
the 
credentials committee. It is 
not a likely prospect. 
Yet it may not be all that 
cheering to have this neat 
observance of the new' party 
leg alities. For the split-off of 
Mississippi’s actual g overning
